From the beginning of the world private ow nership in land im* been recog­ 
nized. 
encouraged and protected by constitutions and laws under which the land on ­ 
ly bears its pra rata sh are of taxes and g o v ern m e n tal burdens, but under this pro- 
f 
posed single tax the naked land itself bears all the burdens, 
and 
the 
privileged 
classes who own bonds, m ortgages, railroad stock and stock in 
co rp o ra tio n s 
and 
other personal property, are entirely exem pt from # anv 
g overnm ental 
burdens. 
H enry George, who is the author of this schem e says that the land m ust be taxed 
to its full rental value, so that while th e so-called land ow ner 
till holds the title 
deed, vet all the beneficial interests and all the revenue t her* rom, shall go to the 
state. 
This is the single tax proposition which you are asked to adopt. 
U nder 
this system a r e n t e r would be compelled to pay double rent because the so-called 
land own Ar, th e one who holds the title deed. m u s t p a r the full rental value of the 
land to the s ta t e in taxes. 
This the te n a n t mu*t pay, of course, and 
in 
addition 
thereto, the te n an t must pay another rent to Hie landow ner to pay the landowner 
for his investm ent. 
It is plain to see w hen th e landowner is compelled to pay the 
full rental value to state, lie is going to get en o u g h from the re n te r to repay him. 
the landowner, a rental value. 
It needs no H en ry George to tell us that the adop­ 
tion of this a m e n d m e n t will be confiscation of t h e lands. 
T h e act provide*: 
“ AH 
public revenue for state, county, municipal, school and all 
other 
public 
purposes 
shall be taxed on the value of land, < xclusive oft. im p ro v em en ts.” 


then follow-* a provision t fiat all constitutional limitations of rates and 
assessments 
and taxes are hereby abolished. 
It also provides for the establishm ent 
of what is know n as a hom estead land fund u n d e r which it is proposed 
to 
raise 
$40,000,000 additional taxes annually in this stale, to he loaned at 3 pop cent to pen 
pie, desiring to build homes. 
Should this am endm ent be carried th e taxes would 
be increased tnreefold on the land, as all oth< r property, including the improve 
ments on the land, are exempt. 


What kind of justice is it that provides that a man may have a million dollars 
loaned out at C per cenjt interest and have six children and live in a community and 


e d u c a te his children at the public school, and yet not pay one penny of the school 
taxes to help educate 
his children? 
W hile at the sam e tim e a poor 
widow*, 
who 
owns a little fa rm of 40 acres with a three room 
house m ortgaged 
for 
two-thirds 
of its value, but is living th e re with her six children and without 
ready 
money 
must pay taxes to educate her children and bear o ther burdens 
of 
governm ent? 
Not only must sh e pay taxes, b u t . she must pap th re e tim es as much as at present, 
and 
if the H o m e s te a d a m e n d m e n t comes about t our times. 
She pays the taxes 
w h'le th e 
m illionaire goes free w ithout the p a y m e n t of a cent. 


It is sai(| it provides that th e buildings and im provem ents on land are exempt 
but in towns a n d cities it is the building that ] rodiice the revenue: therefore, tIm 
buildings 
should pay the taxes. 
T h e land in cities produces nothing.* T ake a plain 
illustration: 
T w o m en living in a citv, A and II each own an unim proved lot side 
by side. 
The lots a re w orth $5,000. A ’s lot is free from encum brance and 
lie 
ha.4 
one million dollars in money. 
C’s lot is e n cu m b ered for $3,000, 
leavinb 
him 
an 
equity of only 
$2,000. and lie bas no money. 
Ho is struggling to keep up the in 
te re st on his encum brance. 
A w ith his million dollars, builds a 
large business 
and office build ins on his lot from which he derives a rental of one hundred thou 
sand dollars p er year 
B’s ground has no rental value., II with his encum bered lot 
pavs exactly Hie sam e tax that th e millionaire pays who has Ii million dollars a n i 
a building producing a revenue of one hundred thousand dollars a year. 
Is it not 
criminal to suggest such a law? 
* 


T h e 
single taxers sav that B should be forced to put a building on his lot. 
but u n fo rtu n a te ly the 
single taxers, having placed th re e times as 
big a burden 
an 
B s lot as he form erly had to boa * 
m akes it impossible tor him to build. 
Besides 
the single ta x e rs sav in their literatu re th a t tho soiling value of and' u n d er tho 
single tax “will be nil.” 
T his is quoted from tho little leaflet 
advocating 
single 
tax, now' in circulation, 
lf he cAn’t soil his land because the single tax has tak*n 
aw ay its value, n eith er can he m ortgage it. 
H ence, he can get no m oney on it; its 
value is gone; 
t bas been confiscated. 
T herefore he ran not build. 


T a k e a n o t h e r illustration: 
W e quote from page 17 of the little pamphlet call 
cd 
T he Single T ax.” being now* circulated, w h ic h reads as follows: 
“Would you 
tax the poor w idow ’s lot on which is bui’t her m odest little cottage as much as the 
adjoining rich 
m a n ’s lot on wrhich is his m ansion? 
(Answer) Certainly, if the land 
in each case w a s equally valuable.” 


This is robbery the single taxers propose to practice against the poor widow. 
In a n o th er circ u lar they say: 
“T ak e it for g ran te d that the single tax would beg­ 
gar her, w hat th e n h e n ? 
In their opinion in such eases un d er such conditions t40- 
ciety is honor 
bound to see that she does not suffer.” 
In o ther words let her beg. 


T a k e a n o th e r illustration: 
A rich m an o w n s a residence lot with a palatial 
residence on it 
w orth one hundred thousand dollars. 
It is furnished with costly 
pictures, paintings, oriental rugs and o ther fu rn ish in g s to the amount of twonbv- 
five thousand dollars: he has two or th ree autom obiles, and has all the other per­ 
sonal property th a t accom panies wealth and affluence. 
N either this fine residence 
nor the fine autom obiles, are subject to tax. 
T h e hare land on which the house 
is 
built being the only thing taxed. 
T his lot is of the sam e value as another lot iii 
the neighborhood owned by a poor widow who h as on her lot a cheap three room 
cottage in which she and h er six children live. 
H e r lot and cottage are m o r t g a g e 
for half their v a lu e : she pays two or three times as much tax on this under the 
single tax as nuder the present law. and she pays the same tax on her lot and cot­ 
tage as the millionaire upon his lot and his hundred thousand 
dollar 
residence, 
with all of his personal property thrown in. 
It ought to be criminal to suggest such 
a m o n stro u s proposition. 


But tins Is exactly what the single ta x e rs rd m i t th a t they propose to do. 
Ai 
this tim e we a r e Irving to feed the world, and people should be encouraged to in 
vest their m o n e y in land and to go into th e fa rm in g business in order to feed the 
hungry n ations; yet, no one w*ou!d place their m o n e y in land if it is to he thus 
confiscated. 
WHAT 
ABOUT THE PEOPLE WHO HAVE ALREADY MORTGAGED THEIR LAND 
T h e single ta x e r adm its by their literatu re put forth that for borrowing pur 
poses th e land 
will have no value, only the im p ro v em en ts. 
T a k e an 
exam ple: 
A 
man owns a fa rm w orth ten thousand dollars. 
H is im provem ents ar** w orth com ­ 
paratively nothing. 
H e has a m ortgage of five th o u s a n d dollars on this land 
lf the 
single tax proposition carries, when hi* m o rtgage becom es due and he w ants to re 
new it. no one will loan him five thousand dollar? or even one thousand dollars on 
land that no longer has a selling or borrow ing value. 
T h e value of the naked land, 
according to th e ir own statem ent, is nil 
T he ow n e r can n either borrow the money 
to pay the five thousand dollar loan, renew it OI sell his land. 
Single tax has thus 
absolutely 
robbed him. notw ithstanding he invested his m oney in the land under th^ 
law which authorizes him to acquire private o w n e rs h ip in land and guaranteed it 
against unequal taxation or in other words, that the land should only bear its pro 
rata share of go v ern m e n tal burdens. 
A WORD TO THE CITY HOME OWNER— PART I CU LAR LY THE SMALL OWNER 
Most wage e arn e rs a re trying t j acquire h o m e s and to do this 
they 
m ust 
mortgage th e ir property. 
T a k e for exam ple a laboring m an who has a small home, 
the building and lot on winch it stands is w orth $1,500. T h e property is mortgaged 
for the value of the buildings. 
The naked lot will be taxed under the new system 
three tim es w hat it is now taxed. 
If the ow ner now pays $25 a year taxes, he would 
th e n pay $75. 
If he is unfortunate and could not pay this tax, they would sell the 
lot for taxes a n d the building which could not he sold for taxes wrould 
he 
w orth 
nothing except to te a r it down and use it for old lumber. 
But a m ore serious m a t­ 
ter is when his m o rtg ag e becom es due. he cannot renew it as stated above, as his 
ground on w hich his house stands i* worth nothing. 
He, therefore, loses his place. 
But a more serious question with him than this is. he is p a y in g $75 a y e a r taxes 
on his little encum bered home, while the millionaire, who has his millions invested 
in stocks and bonds, does not pay a cent taxes, but educates his children at the 
expense of the city home lot owner. 
Poor m en invest th e ir m oney in lots on which 
to build a house. 
This pays this enorm ous m ultiplied tax. 
Rich men invest in 
bonds and stocks, and u nder the single tax would pay no tax. 
TO THE CITY RENTER. 
How will this lay affect those living in the city and renting their property ,n 
which they live or do business? 
Suppose the it nt is twenty-five dollar* per m onth 
and th e tax at th e present tim e is fifrv dollars .annually. 
U nder the new schem e it 
would a m o u n t to from $1<»0 to $150 dollars annually. 
This would be added by the 
p roperty ow ner to the rent which would increase it from one-third to fine-half. The 
single ta x er would say own your home oi business property. H ow rnanv of you are 
able to do or desire to do this?
